met Ned Smith, Jim ISisley und Frank 
Iterry, and tho men invited them to 
take part in the lynching, which they 
said had been arranged. They told Mo- 
Carver that Kiehnrdson, the deputy 
fiherUf who had sworn out the war- 
rants against thu .six Negroes, would 
deliver them into tho hands of the mob 
while on the way from Kcrrvillc to 
Memphis. The McCarvers decided to 
have nothing to do with it.

before the house of commons, England, 
June 10, 1810: "The 
most detailed 


knowledge of the actual trade of tho 
country, combined with the profound 
science in all the principles of money 
and circulation, would not enable any 
man or set of men to adjus, and keep 
ulwMVS ad justed the proportion of the 
circulating medium In a country to the 
wants of trade." This problem can 
only be solved by resorting to nature's 
treasury. It would seem that nn all- 
wise Providence has designated the 
two metals, gold and silver, as the cir- 
culating medium of mankind for the 
express purpose of accomplishing thia 
object. During all the. preceding cen- 
turies they have been money motals, 
and for this reason they have been 
known as ''the precious metals."

California b richer In ornithological 


life, especially in the singing bird, than 
any other section of country. The rea- 
son Is plain—nil the birds indigenous to 
a temperate climate are found hero, 
and those more at home in a colder lat- 
itude Bud what they are looking for in 
the mountainous regions. Finding an 
equable climate, or varied, there is no 
reason for the songsters, or those who 
dp not sing, to migrate. There are 
species in this state, whoso counter- 
parts arc not found in tho eastern 
states—owing, perhaps, to a mingling 
or intermixture of 
various species, 


something like our mixed races of peo- 
ple. A peculiar ornithological typo si 
tlio "road runner," something on the 
order of tlie cuckoo. The Mexicans 
call him paisano, signifying "indige- 
nous to the country." A man who lives 
In the country Is also called paisano, 
instead of granger. The peculiarity of 
the paisano of road runner, Is that It 
lives on tho mesas, or treeless sections, 
and when apprised, it runs through tho 
chapparal until It strikes a road when 
it takes to the middle and runs down 
tho road as if S;itarj were in pursuit. It 
runs so swiftly and changes in its 
course so frequently that it is very dif- 
ficult to shoot it. 11 hotly pursued on 
horseback, and It can out run most 
horses, it climbs a tree, Jumping up a 
foot or two nt n time. It cannot fly up- 
ward, and must climb or jump up- 
ward, so as to fly downward. The 
paisano takes a special delight In kill- 
ing snakes, which it mainly feeds upon, 
and also robs bird's nests, perhaps from 
a spirit of viciousness, as It is consid- 
ered a game bird and always looking 
for trouble. This bird is seldom killed 
by the hunter, as it is not good for 
food, and is useful in killing annkes. 
The "road runner"' has no representa- 
tive in tho cast, and but one type in 
Mexico. 
The California woodpecker la known 


to the Spaniards aa "carp'ntero," or 
carpenter; so called from his continual 
hammering on trees. Tlio "carpintero" 
IB always at work on the nut-pine or 
silver-pine trees to be .found in the 
fooHiills of tho coast range. These 
trees are his storehouses for winter 
food, and until the rainy season his 
shrill hammering ibheard, drilling holes 
through the bark, into ench of which 
he puts an acorn. Each earplntoro se 
Iccts a tree, and when ho hns finished 
drilling a sufficient number the tree

They Arc- Helpful to Cavalry Hnriei on

When paper horseshoes were first in- 


troduced iuto the cavalry service of 
the German army a few years ago they 
excited a good deal of interest. Sev- 
eral cavalry horses were lirst shod 
with the paper shoes and the effect ob- 
served. It was found, says the Chicago 
Herald, that not only did the lightness 
and elasticity of the shoe help the 
horse on the march, milking it possible 
for him to travel faster nnd farther 
without fatigue than horses shod with 
iron, but that tho paper shoo had the

propertv of being1 unaffected by water 
and other liquids. These new sheets 
of paper arc pressed closely together, 
one above another, and rendered im- 
ncrvious to the moisture by the appli- 
cation of oil of turpentine. The sheets 
lire {fined together by a sort of paste 
composed of turpentine, whiting-, guni 
and linseed oil, and then submitted to 
11 powerful hydraulic pressure. Taper 
horseshoes are also made by grinding 
np the paper into a mass, combining it 
with turpentine, sand, ffuin, litharge- 
and certain other substances, pressing 
t and afterward drying it. But these 
iiocs are less tong-b and elastic than 
hose made of thin .sheets of paper laid 
one upon another. These sJinctt are 
listened to the horse's feet either by 
neons of nails or with a kind of ^hie 
nude of coal tar and caoutchouc.
